Dear Ransom: I recently had the good luck to get me a 1906 Thomas four 
cylinder seven passenger chain drive touring car. This car was the 
property of Mr. Moore, who was the President of the Moore Ship Building 
Co. of Sun Francisco. It was a week old when that city was struck by 
the big earthquake and was commandeered to haul dynamite to blow up 
buildings in path of the fires following the quake. It was a great show 
piece around that vicinity for years. Then it was sent to Mr.Moore's 
estate at Santa Cruz. From there it was brought down to the Sylmar Olive 
Packing Plant near San Fernando. That is where I went after it. 

The Thomas was equipped with 36X5 clincher tires and they were really 
on the wheels to stay. t finally got them off and mounted some 35X4 
straight side tires which I just got the week before,not knowing that I 
would have use for them as soon as I did. I guess I do have a little 
good luck at that. Then, with the help of my son arthur,I pulled it in 
to my garage. Of course,I could not rest until I started the engine up, 
80 we went to it. It was no job at all. We put some gas in the brass 
tank under the front seat and installed a storage battery in place of 
the dry cells formerly used and put some gasoline in the priming cocks 
and pulled up the crank a few times and away it went. It runs very good 
but is noisy on account of the exposed timing gears. 

The engine has a 5$ inch bore and stroke. Cylinders are cast sepa- 
rately and are the T head type. The crankshaft has five main bearings. 
The water pump is run by exposed gears off the cam shaft which is also 
exposed. 4 Goldberg carbureter is used. 

I guess this sums up the most important features so will not 
you any more at present.

EDITORIALe 

We have received several letters taking issue with the dates 
published with pictures in the "Gazette". This is to be expected as 
we use the dates sent in with the pictures unless we are certain that 
they are wrong. 4s is well known,many of these dates are controversial 
and @ lot of time and source material is necessary to properly establish 
them. 48 both time and source material is scant,we will publish the 
letters largely without comment and let them speak for themselves. 

We must mention particularly a letter in answer to our skepticism 
as to the 1908 date of a Hupmobile. This company was just getting 
started late in 1908 and produced little more that year than the show 
car for the 1909 auto show. Yet it is astounding how many people have 
1908 Hupe and how few 1909,10 and 11 Hupmobiles have survived in spite 
of the large numbers produced, 

We quote from a letter received from Miss Fern Hulsebus,Harlan, 
Iowa:"You say that your husband believes my Hupp to be nearer a 1910 
or Bl2 model than a 1908. If you wish,you may tell him it is an "old 
timer"-a cute little roadster,and it is a 1908,in good condition. Be- 
fore my Father's death,he drove it occasionally. It was his prize po- 
session. He was a pioneer auto dealer,auto(dirt track)race driver,and 
@ lover of fine automobiles,having in his thirty-’ive years of auto 
dealership sold only Quality cars-Cadillacs, Buicks, Hupmobiles, Pontiacs, 
etc. I am telling you this as sort of proof,if you will accept it as 
such, that the Hupp I have for sale is what I have said it is, a 1908? 

From Mr.Ransom E.Olde of Lansing,Michigan we hear:"I notice on 
your Volume 6,dated May 15,1944, you show an Oldsmobile of 1902. This 
should be 1900,as that is the year I got out these samples which did 
not have fenders. 

In 1901 I built 400 that were fitted with fenders. In 1902 the 
production was nearly 4,000 at which time I used wood wheels mostly. 

I am writing you eo that in any future publications you can use 
the above figures." 

Member Chas.4.Jobson,Joplin,Missouri sends us proof of the date 
of his 1905 l-cylinder Cadillac:"I have just noticed in your May 15, 
1944 ed: tion of The Horseless Carriage Gazette where Mr.Paul H.Cadwell 
has criticized the truth of the date of my 1905 l-cylinder Cadillac 
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touring car. For your information I will quote part of a letter I have 
from the Cadillac Motor Co.,Detroit,Mich. under date of June 19,1935. 
‘fe have your letter of June 15th asking information in regard 
to a single cylinder, Cadillac ocar,motor munber 8265. Our records 
show this to be a 1985 model F,and was shipped to Joplin,Mo.October 
18,1905.' 
I myself have been in the automobile repair business since 1906 and 
have worked on lots of cars like this and still get a kick out of doing 
things to my pet. 
I am writing you as I wish to have the record as far as I am con- 


cerned straight,and I am sure you feel the same way. I always enjoy 
getting the Gazette,as it bringe back fond memories from way back when."

Dear Sir: I hope you will allow me the pleasure and privilege of intro- 
ducing myself to you by means of this letter. I am emboldened to approach 
you4s & result of a very happy meeting with Corporal W.Hardacre at the 

, Re-union Luncheon at the astoria Hotel, sldwych,London,on Saturday last, 
4pril 22nd. This was a gathering of the Veteran Car Club of Great Britain 
at which Corporal Hardacre made a most amusing speech whith “Brought the 
house down!!!" I expect you will be hearing from him about the meeting. 

Corporal Hardacre was kind enugh to spare me quite a lot of time as 
we sat together and enjoyed a cup of tea before the meeting broke up. I 
found him a veritable mine of information in regard to the aims and ob- 

ects and activities of "The-Horseless—Carriage-Club-of-smerica", which 
observe was founded as far back as November 14th,1937. 

Captain Wylie-the indefatigable Secretary of the Veteran Car Club 
gave me a copy of the February 10th issue of the Club's Gazette and I 
have found it most interesting. Captain Wylie has been most zealous in 
hie efforts to ensure that all Members of the V.C.C.are acquainted with 
the "Doings" of the Horseless-Carriage-Club and it was to @ happy idea 
of his that we owed one of the best and most amusing speeches of the 
day-the speech made by Corporal Hardaore. 

I am hoping very much that you will not take it amiss if I make & 
correction in regard to the date of the de Dion oar,the picture of whioh 
is so beautifully reproduced on page 9 of that issue. The caption imme- 
diately below the picture reads "James Melton's 1898 de Dion Bouton" 

I think perhaps before going further,therefore,I ought to give you 
some indication of my bona fides as a critic; and may I add that I am 
Quite confident that no member of your Club could possibly wish to main- 
tain any claim in regard to the age of a vehicle which could not be 
proved to the hilt. 

Well now,firet of all,my wotoring experience goes back to the closing 
months of the year 1896,during which year I was driven about by other 
pioneers in their cars. 

to November 14th,1696 it had not been lawful to drive any self- 
propelled vehicle(other than a leg propelled bicyole or tricyole)on the 
roads of Great Britain,but on that date the law was rescinded and a max- 
imum speed of 14 miles per hour was permitted,although it was immediately 
reduced to 12 by the local Government Board,and it may interest you to 
know that I myself was fined on three separate occasions between that 
date and 1904(when the speed limit was raised to 20 miles an hour )not 
because of having driven to anybody's danger but simply because I had, 
whilet travelling on a perfectly straight,wide,traffio-free road, ex- 
ceeded the legal limit of 12 miles an hour. One gf these Summons is 
preserved in my PRESS-CUTTING BOOKS3§ 

I owned my first motor-driven machine on august 3rd,1897. It was 
an imitation(and a shockingly bad copy incidentally)of the famous de 
Dion tricyole. The gs was of 3/4 H.P.!! Early in 1898 I discarded 
it in favour of al -P.tricyole with a genuine de Dion Bouton motor, 
and whilet this tricycle was still in my possession 1 also purchased 
the very latest model- a 1¢ H.P.quadricyole with a passenger seat in 
front of the driver. (See photu Page 9 ) On these machines I rode 
many,many thousands of miles. 

In 1899 I purchased the most superlative of all the long range of 
de Dion tricycles, the 24 h.p. The last Model ever made by de Dion was 
the 2¢ h.p. tricyole which was put on the Market in 1899,and with it 
came the end of the de Dion tricycls,as the aanufacture of them was then 
discontinued. 
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Now during the year 1899 it came to my knowledge that the Count de 
Dion was experimenting with a light car to be known as the de Dion 
"Voiturette" and I, therefore, wrote him and asked him to accept my order 
for delivery at the earliest possible date. 

st that time,however,the design did not include any springs whatever 
on the back axle other than the tyres but before a single example reached 
England de Dion had incorporated in the design the very famous de Dion 
Cardan-shaft drive. 

Now between the time that I gave my order (while the design was 
still on the drawing board)and the arrival of the first de Dion Voiturette 
in England, I had taken service under my life long friend,the late Mr. 
8.F.Edge who was the Managing Director of the English Company known as 
the de Dion Bouton Syndicate with offices at No.14 Regent St., London. 

Every single de Dion car that was imported by that Company during 
the first seven months of 1900 passed through my hands and I feel sure 
that you will,therefore,realize that I am well qualified to state facts. 

Incidentally,my own car was one of the firet to arrive and was 
entered by me(but in the name of the de Dion Bouton Syndicate)in the 
historic "Thousand Miles Trial" of Great Britain,which took place in 
april end May 1900. (See photo Page 8 ) 

It may interest you to know that I got a very perfect Certificate 
of performance and won a prize in my class besides coming out firet in 
efficiency in the Taddington Hill climb. 

Now,I hope I have said enough to convince you that any comments I 
am making are not merely "carping criticisms" but authoritative state- 
ments of fact. 

I enclose a copy of a letter which appeared in the "Garage & Motor 
agent" on Saturday,May 6th, and also a copy of the Schedule which 
accompanied that letter. 

If you will look at the illustration on page 9 of your Club Gazette, 
you will see that the steering lever is a horizontal bar with a handle 
sticking up vertically at one end of it. 

Now, the earliest de Dion Voiturette (1900) had the same horizontal 
lever, but not the vertical handle. Instead of the lever shown under the 
handle in your Gazette there was a little wheel about 8" in diameter, 
which performed the same task of changing the gears. Furthermore, there 
wag no reverse gear of any sort or kind on the 1900 Models and, therefore, 
any de Dion Car which corresponds with the picture in your Gazette mst 
of necessity be 1901 or later, and incidentally the schedule I enclose 
will prove to you conolusively,I think,that no patrol driven four-wheel 
vehicle (other than the Quadricycle,of course) ever left the de Dion 
Bouton Works until late in 1899, and no single example embodying the 
gardan shaft Aast axle left the works until 1900. 

hope ve not laboured this matter too strongly. and now to 
pase to other subjects. I wonder whether by any chance any of your mem- 
bers happen to recall the journey of mine carried out in the middle of 
Winter in the year 1900 and ending precisely & days before the close of 
the last Century! I had oovered the 900 miles between our most northern 
point, John of Groate,and our most southern point, Land's End,on an smeri- 
can Car known as the Locomobile Steam Car. I know that the run @as re- 
ported in america at the time because I have just come across the follow- 
ing entry in my Father's Diary, "Hubert has been very busy 411 this morn- 
ing dictating 10,000 words for the New York papers." 

I Year that this letter has run to & considerable length and I can 
-— hope you will forgive me for the trouble it will cause you in read-

Six years ago HCCL4 member Joe Seyebe of Roebling,New Jersey started 
to modernize hie 1920 Mercer Series 5 automobile,a raceabout model. ss 
thie is the only car owned by Joe and as it has taken him six years of 
his spare time to put it in the fine condition it is in,one can easily 
understand why it took first prize in its class at a recent Antique 
Automobile Club of America meet. 

The picture shows better than words just exactly what Joe did to his 
oar. If it weren't for the Mercer radiator and gasoline tank one would 
have a hard time naming the car. In & long letter Joe explains in detail 
how he replaced the original two wheel brakes with four wheel hydraulic 
brakes and at the same time did not disturb the original equipment so 
that he can change back to authentic equipment if he wishes. 

The car has red leather upholstery. The body and fenders are painted 
Hawaii blue with vermillion red wheels chassis and sweep back on the 
hood. Finish is hand rubbed lacquer. Joe is to be congratulated on the 
beautiful appearance of the car and an exceptionally fine reconstruction

This is the life history of Mercer, serial number 1283, motor 35J- 
1010, build in 1913, as told to the present owner, Herbert Royston, by 
the original purohaser, Mre, J. F. Gray. 

The car was purchased from the Whiting Motor Co.,New York agents,in 
the summer of 1913 for $2600. & deposit of $500. was required with 
order about three months in advance of da ivery in those-days. Mre. Gray 
and her sons drove over to the factory in Trenton (now the Luscombe Air- 
plane Factory) to see the motor being run in. During the summer and 
autumn of 1913 the car was used for pleasure driving on Long Island,most- 
ly on the Motor Parkway. 

In the winter,of course,the car was laid up while the family went 
south-like all other pampered cards in those days. Use in 1914 was about 
the same,mostly on the Parkway,with occasional trials against other fast 
cars,especially the Simplex test cars. The Mercer could hold its own 
against anything. 

In the autumn of 1914 the car was vee to California together with 
the family 30-60 Stearns roadster and 50 Kissel touring car. ‘ 

In 1915 one of the sons of the owner had the misfortune to "seize 
the pistons while chasing an Army Jenny airplane that was supposed to be 
lost above the clouds. Harry Miller,of auto racing engine fame,put in a 
set of racing clearance aluminum alloy pistons,and installed the dary 
sump lubrication system the car now has. Some years later standard clear- 
ance Miller pistons were installed which are still in the motor. 

4s speed driving became less and less feasible,use decreased since the 
oar was hardly suitable for utility driving, and it was stored in a barn. 
Tiree were removed and discarded and the car was not moved for several 
years. Then Herbert Royston, took possession on December 26,1943. 

Paint on the fenders was original as fenders were hardly ever used in 
California. The body got a coat of color varnish and duplicated black 
striping about 1923. Leather upholstery now on the seats is original. 

Thie Mercer probably rode the first black tires,or cord tires, seen 
in this country on anything but foreign raving cars. Mre.Gray liked the 
look of the rubber on the Sunbeams and Peugeote at Indianapolis in 1913 
and had Whiting, the New York Mercer agent,get a set of British Palmer 
Cords for the Mercer through the Vauxhall agent in London. 

While speed of 83 M.P.H. was the best ever clocked for this Mercer, 
Mr.Finley Porter, designer of the car,offered to tune the car up so that 
it would go 95 M.P.H. when Mre.Gray mentioned to him that she was think- 
ing of teking the car to Ormond Beach,Florida for the winter. 

On December 26,1943 Herbert Royston and art sustria went to Del Mar, 
mounted tires which had been secured previously,and towed the car to 
it's new home in Los angeles. The car was in running order but it was 
Shougat best not to operate it until lubrication had been checked. 

@ car required very little work of any kind. Some missing parts, 
such as stirrups,side oil lamps and brackets, and cut-out pedal and 
linkage were supplied through the kindness of Mr.Sam "Mercer"Bailv.
